Proof Advanced Tliat 
Universe Is Not Infinite 

Dr. de Sitter Discusses Vari- 
ous Phases Of Topic 

""JT has lately been discovered that 
the stars possess a rotatory mo- 
tion, and in. order to keep them from 
flying ;,otf at a tangeVt, there must 
be a force driawing them towards the 
centre of tho globular stars," stated 
Dr. Willem do Sitter In the course of 
his lecture on "Tho Size of the Uni- 
verse," at a Joint meeting of the Sig- 
ma XI Society and the Royal Astron- 
omical Society of Cahaidt^j^eld last 
night fii tho MacDonaldr'''PhysIc8 
Building. Tho speaker was Intro- 
duced by Dr. F. E. Lloyd, president 
of, the Sigma XI. 

Dr. de Sitter opened his lecture by 
advancing Archlmlde's proof that 
the universe is finite, and then led 
up to tho two modern theories which 
liavo been formulated. There arc 
two approaches to tho problem. In 
tho first of these the method of ap- 
proach is from within, and tho sec- 
and is from without, tho Galactic 
System. The great prlnclplo employ- 
ed la that of statistical astronomy, 
in which a model of the system can 
bo constructed, and tho density of 
stars per unit volume calculated. 
Subject of Investigation. 
Abotit 15 years ago the Globular 
Star Structui^e became the subject 
of Intensive investigation, and Indly 
Idual models ,made In order to study 
them. It was then decided to com 
blno the two methods ot Investlga 
tlon, and' rcgai'd our own system ns 
similar to ,tho spiral nebulao when 
regarded from without, and to tho 
globular stars when regarded from 
within. . ' 

ifho force ot attraction becomes 
greater as tho centre is approached, 
and shows tho necessary accumula- 
tion of largo quantities of matter 
there. This matter has not yet been 
soehi but with tho introduction ot 
more powerful telescoi>cs this prob 
lepi -will bo solved. 

Will Double !n 8iie. 
The theory of the expansibility, of 
space is based on'tho Doppler's prin 
clplc. According to this light from a 
receding object is fainter than that 
fr'Om an approaching body 
Slnco the light of stars varies In 
this way. It is assumed that tho uni 
verse Is expanding, and in fourteen 
and a half million years will be 
double its present size. 

There have been two new solutions 
ot the equation about tho cxpanslbll 
ity of spaco advanced, and In both 
of these tl^^uriiver&o is considered 
as finite. .fS^'the ' first, there Is à 
definite amount of matter present,

"The young, ladles should be per- 
mitted tho uso of tho grillroom, In or- 
der to help out In the present situa- 
tion", stated John Loup when Inter- 
viewed about tho condition of the 
Cafeteria. "The, Cafeteria should be 
regiMdbd^,byitti%;8tud«nts as a neccss- 
ity ana^notf^as.-a^convenlence, as so 
many do at tho present time", ho con- 
tinued. 

Tho financial, condition of the Cafe- 
teria Is in a bad way, according to Mr, 
Loup, though exactly, how bad It Is, 
he cannot say. Tho food Is catered by 
Cordnor's and everything Is attended 
t? by them, so that an exact statement 
Is not..obtalnablO^"at present. 'There 
has been -a notable' decrease In tho 
number of ^students; patioiilaing the 
Cafeteria this year. Por^^riod of 
30- days this year, as compared with 
tho same time last year, there has been 
a decrease ot over 2,000 in the num- 
ber of patrons. 

. Prices Cut 
Tho prices, too havo been greatly 
cut, and in a number of cases this 
amounts to a reduction of 35 percent 
of last year's prices. Added to this the 
Cafeteria , is qpen each day. for a 
shorter period than In -previous years. 
In spite of this the management Is 
still: successful In maintaining the 
"high standard of food which Is served 
there. Thj decrease In patronage Is 
apparent not otily in the Cafeteria but 
Is reflected in aU departments of the

-The. management is at a loss to ac- 
count for the alarming rate at- which 
attendance at the Cafeteria is falling 
off.
